FOREWORD 


]\ /TH.  ROSS  II.  MAYNARI)  has,  consequent  upon  a  rearrangement 
of  his  household,  consigned  to  The  Anderson  Galleries  his  collec- 
tion of  early  Aniei-ican  and  English  furniture  for  sale. 

Having  for  the  last  thirty  years  been  a  keen  student  of  antiques 
Mr.  Mavnard  has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  to  light  some  items  of 
American  historical  interest,  such  as  the  silver  cup  given  by  Paul  Revere 
to  Edward  Savage,  Jr.,  son  of  the  painter  and  engraver,  which  is  now 
in  a  private  collection;  also  a  portrait  by  Edward  Savage  of  his  son, 
which  was  recently  accjuired  by  the  Worcester  Museum  for  its  per- 
manent collection.  The  Chippendale  artist's  cabinet  included  in  this 
collection  was  (together  with  the  above  two  items)  secured  by 
Mr.  Maynard  from  Mr.  William  E.  Parsons  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  in 
whose  family  these  mementoes  had  been  handed  down  as  gifts  from 
Edward  Savage,  Jr. 

The  outstanding  item  in  the  catalogue  is  the  curly  maple  bedroom 
suite  of  the  later  years  of  the  eighteenth  century,  which  is  perhaps  the 
most  beautiful  group  of  curly  maple  furniture  that  has  been  offered  at 
auction  sale  since  the  demand  for  early  American  furniture  first  arose ; 
for  quality  it  might  safely  be  termed  uniqvie.  Together  with  this  are 
embellishments  of  the  same  period ;  the  whole  is  sold  as  a  unit.  Other 
rare  items  are  a  curly  maple  and  cherry  hall  clock  by  Goddard  of 
Shrewsbury,  which  stood  in  the  old  Brookfield  Inn  at  Brookfield,  Mass., 
an  early  small  butterfly  table,  a  panelled  pine  cupboard  or  buffet,  a 
combback  Windsor  writing  chair,  a  delicate  Martha  Washington  arm- 
chair with  reeded  legs,  fine  Hepplewhite  mirrors,  a  small-size  Hepplewhite 
inlaid  sideboard,  and  a  cherry  chest  on  chest  with  scrolled  hood  of  un- 
usual form.  The  collection  contains  also  silver,  early  American  pewter 
and  glass,  old  Staffordshire  china  and  Colonial  wrought  metal  lanterns, 
etc.  Added  interest  is  given  to  the  catalogue  in  that  in  many  cases  the 
owner  was  able  to  furnish  details  of  origin  or  association.
